Hanover said requirements that

through Russian propaganda is that the 
United States and its Western friends are 
responsible for both starting and sustain­ 
ing the Cold War. This is the purest fic­ 
tion and we have got to keep pointing it out 
to the world. 
In their phony response to American evi­ 
dence that they had shot down an unarmed 
U.S. plane near the Soviet line, the Rus­ 
sians said, among other things: “ What will 
stick most in the public mind over this 
latest crude bit of State Department non­ 
sense is the lengths to which it is prepared 
to go to poison East-West relations.” 
Coming from the Soviet Union, that is 
downright funny. 
The day never goes by when the Soviet 
propaganda mills are not hard at work 
poisoning East-West relations, at the Very 
same time that other, false voices are prat­ 
ing of peace and good intentions. 
Accuse the Russian slanderer and mur­ 
derer of his crimes and he dares to retort 
that your accusations are slander. 
There is just as much “ reverse twist“ 
irony in other fake Soviet posturings on the 
Cold War. 
The Kremlin complains we have ringed 
Russian territory with air bases. In the 
light of Russia’s record of aggression, why 
should we not have done so? It’s like a 
thief complaining that the factory he tried 
unsuccessfully to rob last week now « has 
a protective fence around it. 
The Communists began the Cold War. 
In the path of their early offensives they 
strewed 
broken 
treaties 
and 
promises, 
stalemated international peace conferences, 
and helpless nations at their borders. 
Our entry into this combat was reluctant 
and slow. Only the force and size of the 
Russian threat spurred us to action with 
NATO and other safeguards. 
Never since those unhappy beginnings 
have the Russians taken a single measur­ 
able, solid step toward ending the Cold 
War. Yet they have the gall to say it is 
we who foster and preserve it. 
In reality their deceptive talk of ending 
the conflict is not designed to end it but to 
win it by enticing us to yield. 
The Russians started it. Our freedom, 
our very lives, depend on their not'winning 
it but instead either losing it or getting no 
better J han a draw. This has to be—and 
is—the dedicated objective of American 
policy.

T his is typica l of the kind of letters I receive 
from m a ny fra ntic m others w ho seem to be a t 
their w its end to know w ha t to do a bout pinworm s 
in th eir children.

T his m ea n little pa ra site 
is extrem ely w idesprea d and peculia rly trying be­ 
ca use it is so hard to elim ina te. 
It ha s been estim a ted tha t a bout 18 m illion 
people in the U nited S ta tes a nd Canada, a nd pos­ 
sibly a s m a ny as 208 m illion in the entire world, 
a re'un w illing hosts to this tiny a nim a l.

In retrospect one must grant that the labor 
leaders who met with Anastas Mikoyan exhibited 
more intelligence and primal courage than the 
businessmen and bankers who m et him. 
At the labor luncheon for Mikoyan, James B. 
Carey of the I.U.K. started the discussion by call­ 
ing attention to the fact that they met on the 
18th anniversary of the announcement of the 
Four Freedoms by Franklin D. Roosevelt; and 
th a t,th e first of these freedoms was freedom of 
speech. Mikoyan said th at the Russians have a 
high regard for Roosevelt and agreed with the 
principles of the Four Freedoms. 
Whereupon W alter Reuther got into the con­ 
versation by stating that the only w ar that the 
American labor movement was interested in was 
a war against poverty, disease, hunger and il- 
liteuacv. Mikoyan agreed to that too. Mikoyan 
went on to say that w ar of any kind was an im­ 
moral method of settling disputes. (Read Marx s

R euther then made the point that it is easy for 
Soviet Russia and the United States to agree “on 
pious phrases”- but in the practical implementa­ 
tion of these principles we have failed.

Can Be Long and Drawn Out

This is typical of the kind of letters I receive 
from many frantic mothers who seem to be at 
their wits end to know what to do about pinworms 
in their children.
